buffalo  skull  tn  brown  with  dark  brown  block  lettering 

We  have  been  assured  by  Jeppesen  engineer;  that  our 
map  of  Montana  will  be  the  most  accurate  relief  map  ol 
the  slate  produced  to  date  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ''^st  and 
Geodetic  contour  maps  do  not  accurately  portray  some  cz; 
lions.  It  is  expected  that  Ihe  map  will  be  ready  for  printing 
within  the  next  sixty  days.

Pilot  Refresher  Training  By  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force 

The  director  was  a guest  speaker  at  a meeting  of  p-il-;;!: 
from  western  Canada  at  Lethbridg..  on  August  27th  on  the 
subiect  of  the  value  of  proper  flight  training  end  sofety  in 
■he  operoUon  of  aircraft. 

The  Conadion  Department  of  Transport  and  the  Royal 
Canadian  Flying  Clubs  sponsor  refresher  courses  in  t 
ern  and  western  Canada  each  year  at  which  time  inlenaiv^ 
troming  is  given  on  flying  technique  and  flight  curriculums 
These  meetings  are  sponsored  by  the  two  ogencic:  and  each 
pilot  is  paid  $&0  expense  money  while  attending  the  meeting 
where  12  hours  ol  flight  training  are  given  at  the  cost  ol  the 
dominion  government  together  with  acedemic  work 
Flight  Breakfast 

The  director  attended  a Ily  in  breakfost  at  the  Perry 
Moore  ranch  south  of  Horlowton  on  Sundoy,  August  29th. 
There  were  between  40  and  50  oircroft  at  the  breakfast  and 
approximately  200  people  attended  the  event  which  was 
sponsored  by  Perry  Moore,  one  of  Montana's  pioneer  pilots, 
and  Ihe  people  from  several  ranches  and  from  the  city  of 
Horlowton.  This  is  an  event  which  is  growing  In  popularity 
and  which  is  “-ri.iinly  Indlcallve  oi  the  hospitality  of  the 
flying  fraternity. 

Disaptoval  Action  of  Treasure  State  Airlines 

Following  the  action  of  the  commission  the  director 
wrol:  a letter  to  Mr.  Richard  L.  Burke,  president  of  Treasure 
Slote  Airlines,  advising  him  that  the  application  for  certif- 
ication to  operate  an  intrastate  airline  in  Montana  was  dis- 
opproved  by  the  commission.  A copy  of  the  letter  was  Irons- 
milled  to  Mr  Burke  to  the  Great  Falls  address  of  the  air- 
lince  and  to  the  Billings  address  oi  the  airline.  Both  letters 
were  returned  to  this  office  as  the  post  office  registry  do- 
porimenl  was  unable  to  locale  Mr  Burke 
Border  Clearance  Airport 

The  director  flew  to  Regina,  Sask.,  with  John  Willard 
of  Ihe  Fish  and  Game  legislative  committee  and  a survey 
was  made  of  the  East  Poplar  Customs  and  Immigration 
station  of  both  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Customs  and 
Immigration  officials  at  this  point  advised  that  they  would 
be  very  happy  to  clear  aircrall  during  daylight  hours  both 
on  week  days  and  holidays  as  these  two  station  wetf'  kept 
open  lor  service  to  automobile  tralilc. 

There  Is  a strip  on  the  border  of  both  countries  totaling 
120  feet  in  width  and  running  east  and  west.  Aircraft  or© 
now  landing  in  rough  area  adjacent  to  the  station  approxi- 
mately 60  feel  wide  by  1,000  feet  long.  This  matter  was 
discussed  with  representatives  of  the  community  of  Scobey 
and  pilots  in  the  area  and  it  is  believed  that  Daniels  County 
may  be  interested  In  assisting  on  the  grading  and  main- 
tenance of  a suitable  strip  which  would  be  Ideal  for  the 
cleoronce  of  small  aircraft  entering  and  leovlng  Canada 

A check  ol  Regina  revealed  that  many  aircraft  now 
travel  between  Regina  and  Minot  and  Willislon  North  Da- 
kota due  to  convenient  clearance  of  aircraft  on  weekends 
at  Portal,  North  Dakota,  where  customs  and  Immigration 
are  adjacent  to  the  highway  on  the  border.

AIH  RECORDS  FALL  AS  NEW  AIRLINERS  CUT 
TRAVEL  TIMES 

Hundreds  of  Americana  have  set  speed  records  in 
modem  airplanes.  And  most  of  them  don't  even  know  it, 

They're  ihe  passenaers  in  ihe  scores  of  Amencan-bulli. 
high-performance  scheduled  airliners  that  hove  broken  U.  S. 
inter-city  speed  marks  in  recent  moniha. 

Among  them  ore  the  60  persons  who  boarded  an  air- 
liner in  Los  Angeles  on  March  30— and  disembarked  to 
learn  (hat  they  had  crossed  the  continent  faster  than  any 
other  commercial  travelers  In  history.  The  2.474  mile  trip 
took  5 hours,  SI  minutes— only  slightly  longer  than  it  laker 
a Sundoy  golfer  to  get  out  to  the  course,  play  18  holes  and 
return  home. 

Only  the  day  before,  59  passengers  aboard  a 'cheduled 
airliner  had  broken  the  nation  record  for  Ihe  same  trip,  when 
they  made  the  transcontinental  crossing  In  6 hours,  10  min 
utes,  This  flight  was  monitored  by  the  National  Aeronautics 
Association,  and  stands  today  as  an  official  F.  A.  1,  record. 

The  giant  airliners  which  set  these  and  other  records 
hove  cut  the  nation’s  size  (measured  In  trove!  lime)  down 
to  a fraction  of  its  former  dimensions — and.  al  ihe  same  time, 
have  set  unprec-edenied  safety  records.  Latest  official  fig- 
ures show  that  it  is  at  least  live  times  as  sale  to  fly  in  a 
scheduled  airline  transport  as  it  is  to  travel  equal  dlslonc- 
in  an  automobile  or  taxi. 

Among  the  many  other  Inter-clly  speed  marks  that  have 
fallen  In  recent  months  ore  two  official  F.  A.  I.  records — an 
airline  flight  from  Loa  Angeles  to  Miami  (2,341.3  statute 
miles)  In  5 hours.  50  minutes  and  12  seconds;  and  cm  air- 
ilne  night  from  Los  Angeles  to  locksonvllle,  Fla.,  (2,154.4 
elalule  miles)  in  5 hours.  29  minutes,  and  33  seconds 

As  Ironsporlallon  speed  marks  have  toppled,  airline 
passengers  hove  flown  horn  Miami  to  New  York  in  2 hours 
and  45  minutes,  and  from  St.  Louis  to  New  York  in  2 hours 
and  35  minutes  Al  the  latter  rale,  a St.  Louis  businessman 
could  leave  his  office  at  the  end  of  the  day— and  sllll  be  In 
New  York  for  an  evening's  business  engagement. 

The  record  for  Chicago  to  Newark,  N.  [.,  run  Is  I hour 
and  50  minutes — and  for  the  Cleveland  to  New  York  trip, 
I hour  cmd  12  minutes.

Board  to  furnish  feeder  airline  service  to  Monlana  for  n 
limlled  Itme  until  March  3lsl,  1955,  This  six  months  ie-i- 
vice  is  a trial  period  and  will  be  continued  only  it  sufficient 
traffic  potential  is  developed  to  juslify  the  expenditure  of 
federal  funds  in  mail  subsidy. 

Scheduled  airline  service  is  an  Important  Instrument 
to  the  development  of  Montona  economy  and  civil  aviation 
is  of  value  to  the  further  development  of  airports  and  air- 
plane servicing  facilities  in  Montona.

WINGLESS  VTO  FIGHTER  TESTED  BY  ROLLS-ROYCE 
A wingleso  vertical  take-off  aircraft  has  been  tested  in 
Brllian.  It  was  revealed  in  London  prior  to  Ihe  opening  of 
the  SBAC  Fomborough  show.  Developed  by  Rolls-Royce, 
the  Ion  aircraft  reflects  the  British  trend  toward  planes 
rising  vertically  from  the  normal  horizontal  positions.  During 
Its  lest  flight  a few  weeks  ago,  the  Rolls-Royce  model  re- 
mained airborne  under  complete  control  for  10  minui-^. 

Little  more  lhan  an  engine  with  a pilot  mount  on  top, 
the  Rolls-Royce  plane  employs  downward-facing  let  streams 
whose  direction  can  be  vart^  to  control  the  angle  of  climb. 
The  jet  streams  can  be  provided  either  by  small  subsidiary 
engines  or  by  deflection  of  the  tet  stream  of  the  aircraft's 
main  power  unit. — Am.  Avn.  Daily 


TWO  AIR  STAR  ROUTES  CERTIFIED  BY  CAB 
CAB  has  cerlilied  routes  between  Boston-Providence  and 
Los  Angeles/Long  Beach-Avalon  for  star  route  mail  service, 
as  requested  by  the  Post  Office.  PO  is  now  free  lo  advertise 
for  bids  lo  provide  mail  service  over  the  routes.  In  such 
cases.  CAB  is  required  to  certUy,  prior  to  solicitation  of  bids,

ment of  air  transportation  as  conlemploled  under  the  Act. —

NEW  WATER  LANDING  DEVICE  DEVELOPED 

All-American  Englneenrig  "Company  of  Wllmlngion, 
Delaware  has  worked  out  a.new  landing  device,  which  en- 
ables airplanes  to  lahd  on'  irfJd.  water.  Ice,  snow,  or  run- 
ways. The  device  accepted  by  the  military  after  thou- 
sands of  lest  landings  and  take<fis.  consists  of  a pair  of 
ski-Ilke  attachments  which  when  used  with  the  planes  reg- 
ular wheels  permit  land  based  olraaft  to  slide  along  on 
water  or  other  slippery  surfaces. 

When  landing  on  water  a plane  equipped  vdlh  Ihe 
ski-like  attachments  simply  lands  as  usual  and  skis  along 
on  the  water  8 surface  until  coming  lo  rest  on  a small  strip 
of  beach  or  mud  flat.  Plones  so  equipped  con  slay  on  l)ie 
surface  of  the  water  as  long  as  they  moinlam  a forward 
speed  of  10  to  15  miles  per  hour. 

Water  take-offs  are  made  by  starting  on  the  romp,  or 
strip  of  beach,  which  needs  to  be  only  2 or  3 plane  lengths 
long,  and  then  skiing  on  the  surface  oLjhe  water  until  oir- 
bome.  The  All-Amdricon  Company  soys  this  device  can 
be  attached  to  conventional  aircraft  without  loss  ot  tiero- 
dynamlc  efficiency. 

WHAT  ARE  YOU

That  Is  why 
we  find  It  so  difficult  to  orgoniz©  civil  aviation  for  civil 
fense.  The  opilmisis  are  sure  that  the  enemy  will  never 
dare  pull  a sneak  attack  on  us  They  were  also  sure  that 
Japan  would  not  dare  try.  Optimists  ore  able  lo  hilic-v  - 
themselves  most  always  right  and  are  convinced  thcii  -omr 
thing  must  be  true  because  they  want  it  to  be.  Pe:,ilmlst3 
are  doubtful  of  their  own  infallibility.  'They  prefer  to  guard 
against  as  many  contingencies  as  possible.  OpUmlsts  are 
happier,  but  pessimists  live  longer. 

Most  ol  our  Montana  aircraft  owners,  who  have  volun- 
tened  their  aircraft  for  civil  defense  have  a touch  of 
simism.  None  of  them  are  "wise  guys".  They  do  not  soy 
we  are  going  to  be  ottacked.  but  they  are  willing  to  moke 
preparations  and  take  precautions.  'They  do  not  even  say 
that  civilian  ovlallon  will  be  an  effective  and  important 
branch  of  civil  defense.  They  just  hope  it  will  be  They 
do  know  that  organized  civilian  aviation  has  contributed 
greatly  in  olher  emergendee. 

Like  Ihe  rain  which  falls  on  Ihe  lust  and  the  unlusl. 
bombs  when  they  come  fall  on  both  optimist  and  pc-isimirl 
Preparation  ond  organization  can  mean  survival  Is  it  going 
to  require  a few  enemy  bombs  to  awaken  the  optimists?

ILS  AND  GCA  ENDANGERED  BY  DIATHERMY  MACHINES 

Too  little  publicity  has  been  given  to  one  of  the  least 
known  hazards  lo  air  navigation,  namely,  illegal  diathermy 
machines  used  in  hospitals,  physicians'  offices  and  homes. 

There  devices,  which  were  first  developed  before  1947. 
were  at  that  lime  assigned  frequendes  by  the  F(3C  as  part 
of  the  over-cll  allocation  of  VHF  frequency  chanell.';  lo  pub 
lie,  military  and  indusliy.  In  theory,  owners  of  existing 
machines  conversion  of  which  was  found  lo  be  too  oxpen 
sive.  were  given  until  June  30,  1953  to  realize  on  their  in- 
vestment. and  replace  with  post-1947  equipment. 

In  many  Instances,  despite  Ihe  threat  of  severe  civil 
penalties,  such  as  $10,000  fine  and  up  to  two  years  of  im- 
prisonment. It  Is  estimated  that  at  least  35 /(’  of  all  diathermy 
machines  now  in  operation  are  Illegal. 

The  result  is  thol,  due  lo  spurious  signals  omanoting 
from  lhe«uo  pseudo  ''radio"  transmitters,  airborne  re~*ptlon 
of  ILS  Localizer  and  Glide  Path  signals  can  be  seriously 
affected.  Unless  caught  by  the  accurate  measuring  devices 
of  the  CAA  Airways  Flight  Inspection  Patrol  pilots  on  all 
to  infrequent  check  flights,  Ihe  existence  of  such  critical  in- 
terference rarely  is  traced  successfully. 

Another  adverse  effect  of  these  somewhat  popular 
pain-soothing  devices  is  on  radar  screens,  which  ore  in- 
creasingly relied  on  today  for  not  just  GCA  approaches, 
but  for  faster  and  more  effidenl  air  traffic  control  m high- 
density  areas  When  something  interferes  with  the  opera- 
tion of  these  radars,  air  traffic  control  agencies  employing 
them  have  to  revert  instantly  to  older,  slower  prot^ures. 

Interference  by  these  machines  is  not  necessarily  lim- 
ited to  local  areas  only.  FOC  monitor  stations  across  the 
country  have  ADF'ed  on  offending  machines  over  a thou- 
sand miles  away. 

The  flying  public  can  best  help  itself  remove  this  men- 
acing condition  by  calling  the  foregoing  to  the  attention  of 
all  known  operators  of  such  equipment,  whether  doctors, 
rental  agencies-  or  hospital  staffs,  In  cases  where  a machine 
i.v  suspected  to  be  of  pre-1947  vintage. 

A sort  of  sardonic  justice  exists  in  the  equally  interesting 
fact  that  these  Illegally  transmitting  machines  are  quite 
capable  of  "CJopluring"  the  xmdlvided  attention  of  radf^ 
controlled  homing  guided  missiles,  should  one  be  launched 
for  training  purposes  from  the  many  boses  being  ^et  up 
oround  our  domestic  approaches,  ^fety  provisions  to  ex- 
plode such  an  errant  missile  in  mid-air  might  fail  If  the  hap- 
less illegal  "homer”  machine  were  unexpectedly  close  to 
such  a launching  sitel 

Aside  from  airborne  detection  of  such  interference, 
every  pilot  and  olher  person  ossoclated  with  the  induslry 
can  help  by  reporting  any  persistent  or  frequent  interference 
observ^  on  his  home  or  car  radio,  or  television.  Pilots 
as  trained  observers,  are  outstandingly  qualified  to  make 
observations  most  useful  lo  FCC  in  tracing  this  hazardous 
-'ndilion
